Washington, D. C, Sept. 16.

Publications picturing the alleged in-

THE UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA
The vigorous clanging of the bell in

the rotunda of the University of Vir¬

ginia at 6 o'clock yesterday morning,
announced the opening day of the

nighty-firat session of tbe grand old in-
atitution.

Yeaterday evening, in the pnblic hall,
a large gathering witnessed the exercises
attending a public welconie to Dr. Ed-
win A. Alderman, who has recently as-

sumed the duties of president of the Uni¬
versity of Virginia. The exerciaea were

not in the nature of an inntallation or

iuauguration, but signalized the inform-
al entrance into office.
The address of notification was made

by Charles P. Jones, rector of the board
of visitors of the university. Dr. Jamea
Morris Page, the last cbairman of the
faculty, whose office givea place to that
of tbe presidency, delivered the welcome
nn the part of the faculty. The
change to the preaidency, the doctor
sai.l, was in aceordance with the de-
liberate judgment ofthe faculty, which
twn years ago rccommeiided to the visit-
ore tbecreation of that ofTicc. In spite
of the fact that the university, under
its old form of government, had grown
and proapered, it was believed that on

account of the increased administrative
cares an executive unconnected with
profeasional work shouid be putin charge
of the institutiou. The retiring cbair¬
man, for himself and the profesaors and
officers, gave the incomingoflicer earnest
assurance that he waa received with
every leeling of. aatiafactiou and wel¬
come aud pledged hearty co operation in
all his unJertakings in the intereat of
the in-titution.

In his address, Dr. Alderman aaid, in
part:
"The South has something, believe

me, precious and distinctive in man-
hood and character to contribute to
American life. It shall be a subtle
b'eud of the old apirit, which did not
know how to compromiae and did know
how to die for a faith and the new apirit,
which looka at life with wide, clear,
ateady eyea and which has been beaten
by freer civic forces into finer and more

efficient form. In the sweet juatice of
God, you and those like you in our

sister collegea shall become of this
mold, and it is for you to help ua to
make of this noble foundation the place
of central importance in the hiatoric out-
working of thia new new typeof personsl
culture and social efficiency. I bare
come to make my home in Virginia and
to spend my life here. One may do that'
with celm pride and confidence, for the
past of Virginia standa clear and stead-
fast, and the preaeul ia an earneat and
hopeful time. The day of Urge thinga
has come into our uational and State
life. It waa a stuntinginberitance from
days of trial and poverty that made us

(ry in former daya to achieve large ends
with amall meana. Thia university is
the supreme intellectual achievement of
thia Commonwealth. lthas contributed
to ita progreaa, unity, patriotism, righte-
aajaeeaa, and culture. It shouid be and
it will be the highest satisfaction ot the
State to understand it, to aympathize
with, and to strengthen it, not aa if it
doled out charity, but as one increases
his noblest investment. This is not the
State that once lay beaten with the
stripea of war and misrule. Wealth
and power are here, and our great need
as a people is to invest in education,
not to scrirap and aave."

THE ORAND CAMP
The beautilul weather of /eaterday,

Capt. J. Taylor Stratton, of Rich-
moud, made his report as chairman of
the credential committee, showing that 52
camps were repreaented there and that 50
pa.-t commanders, 18 conimandera, 14.'i
delegates and 234 alternates were prea-
ent. Quartermaster General Tipton 1).
Jenuings reported the total collection to
be $501.53, with a balance on haud of
$104.14. Tbe report of the treasurer ot
the Home for Needy Confederate Wo¬
men, ou Grace street, Richmond, was

read, showing total receipU to be $11,-
940.56, total disburaements, $11,791.80,
total asseta, $20,648.70, and total lia
bilities, $4,854.42. Grand Commander
Christiau then introduced Senator John
\V. Daniel, chairman of the history
committee, who made his report.
The report was voluminous and dealt

iu historical facta aud figures which
covered many pages, and which had
been obtained by careful research of
government records. It corrected many
erroneous statemeuts. Some space was

devoted to the reatoration of records un-

dertaken bythe federal government un¬
der the law passed by the Fifty-seventh
Congress, and in which work Virsrinia is
now aidiug through the etrorts of Maj.
Robert W. Hunter, secretary of mili¬
tary records. The report urges all wh<>
bave records which will assist iu this
work U> give or loan them (o the State,
that they may l>o embodied in the offi-
ciai records.
A considerablepart of tbo report is de¬

voted to corrections of figures concern-

ing the dead and wounded at Gettys-
burg. The Senaterecomniended thatsteps
be taken to secure a brief history of
every company, battalion, and regiment
of Virginia that served to the war. He
also recoinmended that subaassociations
orcommittees of the camp be formed rep-
reeenting the infantry, cavalry, artillerv
engineers, and staff, in which latterare
includcd chaplalus, ordnance, medical
quartermaster, commivary, and signal
service corps, and that at every annual
meeting of the grand camp, a paper be
read by some comrade representing each
of these aaaociation, and that the com¬
mander of thiscamp be authorized to ap-
point the person ineach corps toperforni
this duty at the next annual meeting.
In these reportsare to be embodied ruat-

tertoanpply deficieuciea and correction
of mistakes, with any recommendation
toward a complete history of the Vir¬
ginia forcea in the civil war.

In the afternoon the parade of the vete¬
rans took place through the principal
streeta to tbecourthouse wherethey were
reviewed by the grand commander.
Governor Montague and wife rode in

acarriagein the center of the parade.
while Senator Daniel, ia gray uniform,
marched with Garland Rodes Camp.
The chiefmarshal wasCol. Cary Breckin-
bridge, of Fincastle, with Major S. Grif-
lin, of Bedford, aa chief ofataff.

He de-
clares there were nodum-dum bullets in
the ainmunition.

Paris, Sept. 16..The newspaper
Matin today quotes Baron Hayashi, the
Japanese miuister at Loudon, as saying
the campaign in Manchuria would be
continued throughout the winter. The
next fight, be said, will occur at Tei
I.ing Pass, to the north of Mukden on

the shores of tbe Liao river. Baron
Hayashi, according to the Matin, said:
"Before the war we deruanded that Rua-
sia recognize China's sovereignty over

Manchuria. Today, after our victories
and expenses, we are no longer content
with our former demand. After the fall
of Port Arthur our conditions will be
still more extreme and aftor taking
Vladivostok, they will be yet more \-

treme. We have given up the plan of
taking Port Arthur by assault, and will
compel its capitulatiou by faoiine."

Jml.r Parker'B Callers.
New York, Sept. 16..Judge Parker

had two early morning callers at his
appartnients in tbe Hot'l AatOf today.
They were Charles F. Murphy, leader
of Tammany Hall, who called at half
past nine o'clock and remained halfan
hour, aud Congressraan Wm. Sulzer,
who was in the candidate's suite about
15 ininuies. Mr. Murphy's visit waB

arrauged for yesterday afternoon. When
he canie this morning, it was to euter
the hotel by the private entrance that
has been placed at the candidate's dis-
posal, and when he left he went by the
same secret way. A little later Thomas
F. Smitb, secretary of Tammany Hall,
called at the hotel and sent up a letter
to Judge Parker. The inissive was un-

doubtedly a message from Mr. Murphy,
which the nomineeexpected as a result
of the call, but what it was Mr. Smith
would not say, and Judge Parker was in-
visible toreporters. L'ongressman Sulzer
walked into the hotel by the Broadway
entrance at 10 o'clock, and sent up his
card to the fifth floor. When he cam.?
down hesaid he had seen Judge Parker
but was not at liberty to tell anything
about the interview. He declared that
the democrata at Saratoga uext week,
would surely put up a winning ticket.
"The namea of the men who will be our
Stale nomineea I do not _know, for the
CQtiventioii will settle upon them. U is
oertaln, howeter, that the selection will
be governed solely by the availability
of the men. I considered victory in the
State as good as won. I admit that the
republicans helped us materially yester¬
day at Siratoga." Unless something
unexpectedly turns up, in today's cou-

ferencea, Judge Parker will return to

Eaopua upon the 6:30 o'clock train to-
night.

Senator Gorman, of Maryland, will
from now until election give his entire
time to the direction of the national
democratic campaign. Tbe Senator
will rcmaiu in this city and givc advice
and counsel to the national committee,
though he will not at any time attend
to any details. Senator Gorman and
former Governor Hill were the two

principal callers today on Judge Parker.

Diasatiafled Iralnmen.

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 16..It ia a

posaibilRy that the entire aystem of the
Pennsylvania Iines west will be aftected
by the stand taken by members of the
Brotherhood of Railway Traiumen. At
firat only employes of the Fort Wayne
line filled grievances, but it is learned
that the men employed on the Pan
Jlandle and Vandalia divisions are con-

sidering the advisability of acting jointly
with the northweat workmen. The
grievance committee will meet tomorrow
aud receive reporta from locals that
have already voted on the atrike propo-
sitiou. Shouid the reauit favor a atrike,
circularsare to be issued to tbe locals
on the aottthwest system, aaking for a
aimilar vote. The membera of the
union are not so determined to secure
an advance in wages aathey are to force
recognition of their union. The Brother¬
hood is confident of aecuring the aup-
port of the switchmen's union ahould a

ceaaation of work be necessary. The
officiala of the company claim the al¬
leged grievance ia not general but that
a few disgruntled membera are back of
lhe plan to cause trouble with the com¬

pany. This will be proven when the
referendum vote is cotinted.

Helr to Itallan Throne.
Rome, Sept. 16..All Italy is en fete

over the birth, late last night, of an heir
to lhe Ilalian throne. All business haa
been practically susnended, everybody
giving heed to nothing but the fact that
the castle of Racconigi holda a future
king. The Vatican isespeciallygratified
since the new prince haa been called
the Prince of Piedtnont, and not the
Prince of Rome, or Naplea. The givingaf thia name to the new heir is taken to
be an indication that the government ia
not aa decidedly oppoaed to tha church
aa heretofore. Cardinal Richelmi, arch-
bishop of Turin, will be asked to bap-
tize the little prince. The Ilalian war-

ships throughout tbe world bave been
lordered to dreas with flags and fire
aalutes in honor of the new prince.
Throughout Italy there will be extenaive

illuminations tonight. The birth ofa
son and heir to the king of Italy ii likelygreatly to increaae the popularity of
Queen Helena with the Italiana.

Kuseian Cruiaer SiKhted.
Winnipeg, Man., Sept. 16..The news

that the Russian auxiliary cruiser Korea
had been sighted ofl the northern coast
of Vancouver Ialand caused conaiderable
excitement at Esquimault, B. C. the
headquarters of the British Paciric fleet,
thia morning. The Korea ia a larger
veasel than the Lena, which ia in the
harbor of San Fraucisco. The Brit¬
ish cruiser Grafton went into the dry
dock thia morning to be cleaned. Work
has been ordered rushed on the vessel so
that she will be out of the dry dock in
24 bours. The other warshipa have
ateam up. It is reported that acout ahipa
are to be scnt out to aearch for the Rus¬
sian warahip, but so long aa the latter
remains outside of the three mile limit
she has a perfect right to cruiae wher-
ever her commander may desire.

Vietoria, B. C, Sept. 16..The naval au-
thorities now absolutely deuy any knowledge
of the Russian ship. Korea having beeu seen,
and think there is nofouudation for the itory.

Japaneae Watuhing Baltio Fleet.
Aberdeen, Scotland, Sept. 16..Paa-

sengera aboard the coastiqg steamer
Hogarth, which has arrived here, report
a atrange occurrence aboard the atearuer,
which is believed in aome quartersto in-
dicate that the Japanese are laying a

trap to catch the vesaels of the Russian
Baltic fleet now bound for the far Eaat.
The passengers report that two Japan¬
ese officers and nine soldiers were aboard
the veasel coming from London. As
soon as they landed at Abtrdeenthey
jumped into a ainall boat and proceeded
immediately to a mysterous craft in the
offing, rvidently a torpedo boat, which
upon receiving the men steamed aea-

ward. It ia thottght the intention of
tLe craft ia to lie iu wait for the Rus¬
sian fleet.

A Terrible Acoldent.
Rocheater, N. Y., Sept. 16..While

Miss Laura Stewart, aged 18, was at
work this morning, at the Yawniau and
Erbe factory, her hair becaine entangled
in a rapidly moving sbaft. In a second
she waa lifted bodily from the floor aud
whirled aroiind in the air. As her body
atruck the floor after the first revolution,
her hair and entire sealp was torn from
her head, and the girl iay motiouless,
blood pouring from the borrible wound.
The scalp was held to the shafting aud
continued to revolve until the nia-

chinery wasatopped. Misa Stewart waa

removed to a hospital, in anunconacious
condition. It was said ihere that there
was little if any hope for her recovery.

President to Heturn Thuraday.
Oystcr Bay, Sept. 16. -President and

Mrs. Roosevelt will return to Wiwhiug-
tou next Thuraday, leaviug Oyster Bay
by special train at about 10 o'clock in
the morning. It is denied here that
Theodore Roosevelt, jr., is ill. It ia said
that a miutake was probably madein the
transmisaionof amessage from Montreal,
which said that the President's son "is
here in search of health." It shouid
have read "iu search of game."

Thureday's Storni.

The atorm that aet in on Wednesday
night on the South Atlantic coaatcaused
an immenae amount of damage all along
the coast before it flnally switched off
into the ocean by way ot the Canadian
tnaritime provinces.

Bblpoiag especially auffered, and re-
porta of wrecked andatranded veasela, #.
pecially amaller craft, have come ironi
all points along the Atlantic senboard.
At the Delaware Breakwater, when

the wind reached a velocity of 100 niiles
an hour early Thursday morning, the
destruction waa niost severe. All tbe
aailing veaaels there, and there were
quite a number of craft of all kinds,
were damaged more or less severely!
Many went aground. The schooner V.
C. Allen waa completcly wrecked and
one of her crew was drowned.
The fishing sinack Grcy Eagle, ol

Charleaton, S. C, lost her rudder while
being towed by the Clyde Line ateamer-
Huron off the Charleaton lightship, and
went down. Three of the crew were
saved, but the other five perished.

Shipping in the New York harbor
aiso caught the full force ol the storni.
althougb, havingbeen warued, all craft
had aought the niost secure berths pos-
aible. In that city elevated and surl'aee
traffic was, during the early houra of
the morning, partially demoralized; cel-
lara were rlooded, and an immeusc
amount of damage waa done to property
of various kinds.
The commanding officer of tbe United

States tnonitor Florida reported at Nor¬
folk thaton his way up the coast he had
sighted 11 wrecks of large and smali
veaaela, where crews had eilher becu
taken off or were lost.
The veaaeUof the United States Nortli

Atlantic training squadron caught tLe
full force of the gale ott Newport, aani
were obliged to let go all anchors.
The wide extent and general damage

of Wednesday night's stormouly becauie
known yesterday with the restorati<>n of
the telegraph wirea that were blown
down in many places in Virginia. Tbe
storm, which was hcavier on the coast,
extended with destructive force to the
loot hills and ironi every direction couies

reports of the losa of tobacco barns with
crops in them deslroyed by wind aud
rain. The damage to the OOfB Ofap is
immense, as it wus laid Hat and the cars

beaten into the dust by the heavy rain.
No loss of life ia reported. The pOOptO
of Richmond are regretfnl at the fall <>!'
a row of maples on Franklin .street that
had been teinporarily weakened by atteet
improvemeot. The storm has entirely
freed the city of an awful aud unusuul
peat of moaquitoea caused by the many
stagnant poola in the river made by the
long drought. The James river is now
full and both the peat and the cau««

goee.
The steamer Brandon, bound from

Norfolk for Richmond, was caught by
the atorm Wednesday night oll tbe
niouth of the Appomattox and anchotad,
but her anchor dragged, and she waa
blown on the niitd flats hard and flaat.
The Brandon's 26 passengers came on to
Richuioud by rail yesterday morniiiir
from City Point. The lirandon waa
subsequently floated.
